It was an exciting afternoon, 
Friday, August 7th, 1964, as 20 
people of Icelandic descent waited 
anxiously in one of the airport 
suites for the Prime Minister of 
Iceland, Dr. Bjarni Benediktsson, 
his wife, Sigridur Bjornsdottir and 
son Bjorn, to arrive. Finally, the 
big moment arrived and the Prime 
Minister and bis party were ushered 
into the room by president of the 
Icelandic Society in Edmonton, Mr. 
Leifeir Oddson. Pert, little Arlene 
Valgardson presented Mrs. Benedikt¬ 
sson with a bouquet of flowers and 
curtsied. Doctor Benediktsson, his 
wife, Mr. Grettir Leo Johannson, 
Consul to Iceland, from Winnipeg 
and his wife walked among the 
people and Were introduced. Every¬ 
one had the opportunity to talk with 
the gracious guests and many pic¬ 
tures were taken. 

At .3:00 p.m. they were escorted 
to their car by a member of the 
R.C.M.P. and left to attend a tea 
in their honor given by Lieut. Gov. 
Mr. J. Percy Page and Mrs. Page 
at the Mayfair Golf and Country 
Club. Also attending were Mr. 
and Mrs. Gettir Johannson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Leif Oddson and Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Sumarlidason. 

Later that day there was a ban¬ 
quet in honor of Dr. Benediktsson 
and his party at the Scandinavian 
Centre. They were chaffeured from 
the Macdonald Hotel to the dinner 
by Messrs. Gunnar Thorvaldson and 
Walter Arason. The guests pro¬ 
ceeded through a receiving line to 
their tables for dinner. Before 
dinner commenced Mrs. Gus Roland 
played God Save the Queen, follow¬ 
ed by the Icelandic National An¬ 
them, sung by Mrs. R. Deeosse. 
Mrs. Chris MacNaughton, Fjallkona 
for 1964, gave the blessing. 

Following the dinner, president 
Leif Oddson gave an interesting 
speech welcoming our visitors and 
presented them with a wooden fruit 
bowl, hand-crafted in Edmonton. 
Dr. Benediktsson replied, first brief¬ 
ly in Icelandic, then in English. 
He gave an outline of the first 
Icelandic settlers to come to Canada 
and commented on how well they 
had done. He also said these people 
had opened the window to the world 
for the people who remained in 
Iceland. Dr. Benediktsson remark¬ 
ed that he was surprised to find 


the number of people who still 
spoke Icelandic or understood the 
language. 

A short but extremely entertain¬ 
ing program followed the dinner. 
Mrs. Margaret Deeosse sang two 
selections in Icelandic and Mrs. 
Viola Wallbank sang a medley of 
western songs. Two sets of high 
stepping guys and gals from the 
International Order of Foresters 
square danced to caller Gerry 
Landers. Dr. Benediktsson com¬ 
mented later that it was the first 
time he and his family had seen 
square dancing. Coffee and dainties 
were served and people were free 
to chat with the honored guests and 
friends. 

The Prime Minister was pleased 
to discover a relative among the 
guests — Mr. Barney Eyford of 
Hay River, N.W.T. 

At the close of the evening a circle 
was formed around Dr. Benediktsson 
and his party and everyone seren¬ 
aded them with “Now is The Hour,”. 
Mrs. Decose sang a final song in 
Icelandic and the guests departed. 

The next morning the Prime 
Minister and party were taken in a 
motorcade to Red Deer where they 
were guests at a luncheon presented 
by the City of Red Deer, E. E. 
Stephenson of Red Deer and Walter 
Maxson of Innisfail at the Capri 
Motor Hotel. 

Dr. Benediktsson and his entour¬ 
age next motored to Markerville, 
which is 20 miles southwest of 
Red Deer, to pay homage to noted 
Icelandic Canadian poet Stephan G. 
Stephansson (1853 - 1927). The 
Prime Minister visited the late 
poet’s farm home, laid a carnation 
spray at his grave then motored to 
the park where a cairn was erected 
in 1950 by the Historic Sites 
Monuments Board of Canada. 

Later at a coffee party at Fcnsla 
Hall in Markerville, Dr. Benc- 
diktsson reflected on Stephansson’s 
work, “He is one of the greatest 
our country has ever produced.” 

On Sunday, Dr. Benediktsson and 
his party left for Vancouver via 
Banff and Kelowna and he will visit 
the United States before returning 
home. 

Dr. Benediktsson was invited to 
Canada to take part in Gimli’s 75th 
Anniversary celebrating Icelandic 
Day (Islendingadagurinn).

In English 

(Edmonton Journal Editorial) 

It is one Of those Canadian ironies 
that the prime minister of Iceland 
should know' more about an Alberta 
poet than Albertans do themselves. 

The poet is Stephan Gudmondsson 
Stephansson. 

His memory was honored at the 
weekend when Prime Minister 
Bjarni Benediktsson of Iceland 
journeyed to Markerville in Central 
Alberta, where Mr. Stephansson 
spent most of his adult years. 

He died in 1927. Some Albertans 
have heard of him, vaguely. A 
handful may have read a few of his 
lines. 

But in Iceland, his poetry is 
revered like that of Shakespeare's 
in English-speaking countries. Some 
have said he ought to be accorded 
the rank of a Canadian poet 
laureate. 

The trouble is that his work 
remains almost entirely untranslated 
into English. 

As a Centennial project, as a 
memorial to a great Albertan, as a 
service to all Canadians, why 
doesn’t the Alberta government 
arrange for the publication — in 
English — of the best of Stephan 
Stephansson?

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Klondike Booth Great Success 


It was a question much debated, 
should the Scandinavians have a 
booth this year at the exhibition 
grounds or drop the whole idea? 
Some thought there was too much 
work involved and that it was not 
a paying proposition. Others felt 
having a booth was a way of pro¬ 
moting “Scandinavians” in the 
community. 

Klondike days quickly rolled 
around and concessions in the form 
of wooden huts and tents mush¬ 
roomed all over the exhibition 
grounds. Among these appeared the 
Scandinavian booth, glistening white, 
proudly displaying five flags in the 
community breeze. 

This entailed work (a nasty word). 
First of all a trip was made by 
Mrs. Ragna Sivertsen, Harold Mark- 
strom, Alvin Searl, Ncls Naverseth 
and Ken Sivertsen, to the farm 
home of Mr. Russel Coburn to gather 
the parts of the pre-fab booth and 
haul them into the city. The next 
task was to assemble the building, 
however it was much too dirty to 
work with. It had to be washed, 
the lot of being scrub-woman fell on 
Alvin Searl. The painting was done 
by Nels Naverseth and Wegger 
Myhre. Erecting the heavy ply¬ 
wood boards with braces required 
the brawn and know how of Tom 
Nielsen, Earling Skuggedal, Ernest 
Johnson, Nels Naverseth and John 
Saltier. They said there was a 
front and back it had to be put 
together just so (I suppose like when 
you sew a dress) and nuts and bolts 
(I prefer button and bows), remem¬ 
ber the time men used nails to hold 
up their suspenders. 

Getting back to the subject — 
Saturday night preceding opening 
week tlie sides and front and back 
of the booth were up and several 
people had agreed to meet at the 
grounds to put the roof on. This 
consisted'' of a large tarpaulin, 
heavy winds and rain put a damper 
on the job delaying it for another 
day, which turned out to be Sunday. 
The afternoon of Sunday saw the 
booth complete and open for busi¬ 
ness. 

All week three cooks, a barker 
and cashier kept the business ring¬ 
ing with a Capital “C”. This 
required a 16 or 17 hour day with 
little time out. Our Scandinavian 
barker Joe Lineham, dressed in 
Klondike costume took on a job 
that required talent, humor and 
stamina. He proved he had these 
by the steady crowd of people who 
came to be served. His wife Clara 
trim in her bonnet and dark print 
ankle length dress was equally 
adept at the cash register. The 
food department was managed by 
Alvin Searl, assisted by Maisie 
Amdam, who capably handled the 
potato chips that were always in 
great demand. Other indispensible 
people were the waitresses and 
waiters who donated time to this 
work. They were constantly on 
their toes — didn’t have room for 
much else, did you ever try bending 
without protruding somewhere — 
space was exremely scarce — how¬ 
ever everyone survived. 

On behalf of Mrs. Ragna Sivert¬ 
sen, Director of booth activities 
and Mr. Alvin Searl your corres¬ 
pondent was asked to convey 
special thanks to Maisie Amdam, 
Joe and Clara Lineham. Also sin¬ 
cere thanks to the folhiving ladies: 
Cora Kolstad, Mrs. E. Skuggedal, 
Mrs. Emma Krag, Mrs. Vera Niel¬ 
sen and her Danish group, Mrs. Don 
Johnson, Mrs. Sahuri, and members 
of the Finnish Society, the Icelandic 
group and friends from Sons of 
Norway. Mrs. Algot who phoned 
for and received 30 pies, and to all

Negro Leader King 

Various Scandinavian organiza¬ 
tions and leading individuals in 
Denmark, Sweden and Norway are 
urging the Nobel committee in Oslo 
to award this year’s Peace Prize 
to Dr. Martin Luther King, the 
American Negro leader. 

Two Danish newspapers have 
supported the idea of awarding the 
prize to Dr. King. Copenhagen’s 
influential Conservative newspaper 
Politiken wrote: “The proposals to 
award the Nobel peace prize to Dr. 
King have our warm approval not 
only because the American Negro 
leader is unreservedly a worthy 
candidate but because it would be 
an event of great symbolic signifi¬ 
cance.” 

And Sjaeilands Tidende comment¬ 
ed: ‘there is no doubt that Dr. 
King’s motives are honest and Ms 
principle of non-violence commands 
our respect. He does not seek to 
revolt against society but he wants 
society to live up to Ms ideals.” 


Favored For Nobel 

The Nobel Peace Prize is award¬ 
ed annually by a special committee 
of the Norwegian Parliament and 
the announcement of its choice is 
made at the end of October or early 
in November. 

The committee has shown cour¬ 
age in making controversial awards. 
Two years ago the Peace Prize was 
awarded to the colored South Afri¬ 
can leader Albert Luthuli and last 
year’s award went in part to the 
American atomic scientist Linus 
Pauling.
